Without 
this railway the country might just as 
well be joined to J;ipan or Australia, 
they would be just aa near iind obtain as 
much benefit, for at present thoy had no 
means of communication by rail with 
the world. A petition had boon sent 
many months ago to the Imperial 
Government, but they had no knowl- 
edge of its ever having been re- 
ceived, and perhaps it had never been 
forwarded by tlie Oanadian Government, 
who had throughout treated the country 
with tho greatest disrosjject. He aLso un- 
doratood a telegram had been sent, and 
that, like tho petition, still remains un- 
answered. The country had derived no 
benefit from confederation. Tho surveys 
had done nothing, but lio felt certain there 
would bo a change before long, for n new 
Government was now in power in Canada, 
who were tlio originators of the railw.ay, 



and -would, ho felt certain, cari-y out their 
ideas, and iiot .like the ;hite. Mackenzie 

Govemment^do air tliey could to delay .„ — 

the matter. Tho present Government obstacles arising from^ imperfect and 



25 per cent, aa xras tho ease wiUi 
tlm Elliott administration, but of 
course this was given to pohtical 
supporters and they must be paid. He 

thought the constables might easily col- 
lect the revenue. The idea of changing 
the fiscal year to the 30th June was very 
good ; the accountants would not bo hur- 
ried to prepare the accounts for the Ilouae. 
This change he certainly thought showed 
that there was something in tlie Speech. 
He was glad to find that tho law cests 
Ihid been reduced, it was a. blessing to the 
country. Uo was also glad to find that 
tliere was a likoliliood of clianging tho 
present lav,' system where tho same Judge 
has power in four dillerent Courts. It was 
with pleasure ho noticed that it was pro- 
posed to amehd the Land Laws, for at 
present they are tho means of working 
much mischief. Referring to prison dis- 
ci])line ho wus glad to find that tho Chi- 
nese were now deprived of their queues. 
It was to bo regretted that tlio Chinoss 
Act of last session had not been loft for 
tho decision of tho Dominion Govornment 
and not liave been allowed to bo quashed 
by Judges here; but this would bo remedied 
J ' sliortly. Tlie Judges hero should bo above 
suspicion, but what must the people think 
when tho wife and daughters of a Judge 
who la trying a case are allowed to re- 
ceive presents from tho person on trial; 
this aliould not bo and ho trusted would 
bo stopped, riofcrring to tho extension 
of tho Municipal system ho said tho coun- 
try was not ripo for it yet and ho trusted it 
would not bo enforced. It was most sa- 
tisfactory to know that tho agricultural 
lands were fast beiiiij settled up, but ho 
must regret the large import t)f Oregon 
flour, for at Suniaa ho saw piles and piles 
of it; tho land should bo cultivated and 
tho country grow its own corn. One great 
drawl)aek to this is that thoro is no cheap 
transportation from tho corn growing 
countries; otlierwi.so, his own district 
could supply New Westminster with all 
the corn and ehiekcii-leed thoy wanted. 
The lishorios he considered this year had 
been most satisfactory and ho trusted 
they would continue so. With reference 
to tho clause as to the niinea ho must say 
thiit though there had boon jrcat disap- 
jiointment at tho qii.artz failure, yet ho 
thought tliere was great hope for t!io fu- 
ture, but thi! country must get rid of 
tliese so-called mining oi[)crts who were 
doing more luirm tlian good, lie thought 
tho whole House would join in oliering 
tlieir congratulations to the Goyornor- 
Gcnoral and liis Boyal consort. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. Helgeson, in seconding tho address, 
said ho nuiat say tho failure of tho Im- 
perial Govcrmuent to answer the petition 
forwarded on tho R;iilway Quoation was 
moat extraordinary, but perhaps Mr. Mac- 
lionzio had done tlio packago up in red 
tape and put it by for safu keeping. It 
v.'as satisfactory to know that tho question 
was under tho consideration of the Do- 
minion Government, but ho hopud tlio re- 
sult would not be as on previous occasions. 
Tlie jirogross on tho coilerdam was truly 
slow, for at presont the work is only lialf- 
fiiiishod, and two years have passed sinco 
the date on wliich it shoultl havo boon 
Unishctl. He w.as sorry to say that the 
present work v,-as by no ineana a credit to 
any party concerned in its construction. 
IIo trusted the public accounts would bo 
brought down as soon as possible. The 
proposed oliango in tho fiscal year he 
thought would work most advantageous- 
ly. Ho was also pleased to find that re- 
forms wero proposed for our present law 
.system, and considered tho lowering of 
tho law tariff as a most bonoiicial act. Ho 
regretted that the Chinese Act had been 
unconstitutional, for it had been a great 
disappointment to tho country, but he 
hoped tho Government would endeavor 
to remedy it tliis session. He was grate- 
ful to his o.xcollenoy for not forgetting tho 
.agricultural interests as ho con.siderod 
them to 1)0 of most vital importance to 
the country. In the interest of tho farm- 
ers ho would most strongly advocate a 
protective tarifT. Tho fishery return ho 
considered highly satisfactory, but ho was 
afraid that but a small portion of tho §1, 
000,000 had remained in Now Wcstmin- 
Htcr, the greater part having already 
found iu way over to tho Celeatial King- 
dom. Ho thought all sliould endeavor to 
drive this long tailed ntco out of Our 
country. He liop jd all would not only 
accord tho Governor-General a hearty 
welcome, but that thoy would also extend 
an invitation to liiiu to pay the country 
a visit. Tlie lion, gentleman then con- 
cluded with a short speech in Scandinav- 
ian. 

Mr. Smitlio said he muet congratulato 
the hon. gentlomcn on tho w.ay thoy had 
moved and seconded this reply to tho 
ypeech. Tho mciubor for Cariboo had 
dwelt at consider.iblo length on what lie 
supposed to bo tho outside opinionas t o there 
being nothing in tho Speech. Ho (Mr. S.) 
had novor thought this buthad always boon 
of an opinion that there was a good deal 
iuit— a (Treat deal of noiisonae for in- 
stance — (hear, lioar and lauglitor). It liad 
always boon the custom to treat upon the 
most important matter in tlio Speech, 
first; this had been tho railway, and the 
Govornment have but followed out tlie 
usual practice, but licad tho clause witli 
a long preamble stating that the railway 
cpie.stion will first bo dealt with; any one 
could see that at a glance, but they do 
this because they are afraid of tho <|ues- 
tion. The w.ay thoy approach tho subject 
is amusing and reminds one of a boy at- 
tempting to take a dose of castor oil or 
somo other nausoouHdraught; but itwasno 
wonder the Govornment did not like to 
come boldly out with the luimilitating ad- 
mission that their throat of secession had 
been treated with contemptby the Imperial 
statesmen. Tho last speaker tried to make 
out that tlie home gOYernment had never 
received the petition; he (Mr. S.) said this 
a.'!3uniption was absurd. It had been re- 
ceived, but tho •itp.inous silence of the 
Secretary with reference to it showed al- 
ready in what estimation tho authors of 
it are held at home. It had been treated 
witli tho contempt it so richly desor\'ed. 
Ho would ask whether tho Government 
intended carrying out tho threat of seces- 
sion should tlio railw.'iy construction not 
be commenced in iMay no.xt, and had the 
the Canadian Goverunieut given any as- 
surance tliat it will be commenced; if not 
what do tho present Government propose 
to do] As for tho dry dock, afterall that had 
been said by'tlie -occupantsof the treasury 
benches when they were in opposition, he 
wondered they were not a.shamed to con- 
fess to its present condition. Tlioy had 
often said that six months was ample time 
in which to complete tho coflerdain, esti- 
mating from date of commoncoincnt. All 



havo pledged their honor to carry out this 
undertaking and they would do it. Speak- 
ing of tho Diy Dock ho said it was never 
intended to bo a Provincial work, but was 
to bo built partly by Canada; and partly 
by-i^Bngland.'.': Canada: - had' repudiated 
their promises, but the Imperial Govern-' 
ment, he thought, luul honor enough to 
carry out their part .is soon .as necessary. 
In tho revenue branch of the .service he 
really thouglit groat improvements wero 
required and he trusted tho Government 
would.be able to . carry out the . reforms 
. arid not .viJlow.: ■"■W.l' of the.t.' collectort 



grossly inaccurate speciHcations liad been 
surmounted during the Elliott term, and 
it was all straight sailing in connection 
with it when the present Government 
took oiiice. i>evertheles3 six months 
liavb olajiscd since that and they now have 
to tell us that scarcely any progress has 
been made during that period. What had 
thoy done under tho circumstances? 
Stopped payment; that is, thoy liad 
thrown another obstacle in tho way of its 
completion. The sum total of the states- 
manship of the present Government seem- 
ed j.' to .be contained in their, abilityr/to 



"stop payment." P.iyment had been 
stopped in many instances besides tho 
cofierdam, and sbmetinies in-a^mogt high- 
handed and unjustifiable manner (hear.) 

The proposition to change the fisc.il year 
to the 30th June ho considered most de- 
sirable. As for the law changes lie could 
not express an opinion on them till the 
bill was brought down. One thing he 
could not help but ronmrk was tho Lieut. - 
Governor in his speech producing argu- 
ments in ' favor of a proposed bUl. He 
was glad tho Government proposed to 
bring in a new Laud Bill. Ho was aston- 
ished to find that tho Government should 
acknowledge that they had done their 
utmost on tho Chinese question wlien thoy 
brought down that abortion of a bill last 
session, and now thoy havo left it to other 
hon. gentlemen to try and deal with. 
Tho opposition had told them last session 
that tho bill was unconstitutional, but 
they would not take their advice and now 
thoy say, "well, wo havo done all we 
could, now you can try your hands." Ho 
trusted something would bo done to 
remedy this Cliineso ovil bofoi'o tho close 
of the session. Tho Govornmont had de- 
luded tho workingnion of this city last 
session. Those mon sufTered chiefly from 
tho presence of tho Chinese in their 
midst, and being honest and in earnest 
thoinselvos they had credited the Govern- 
ment with equal earnestness when they 
introduced and passed tho _ Chinoso Tax 
Bill; but oh! how thoy had been dooeivod! 
Surely their oyos wero now open to the 
fact, but whether or. no tho Govornment 
in the Speech admit their incompetenco 
to deal with tho question in .any better 
form. Ho was i^reparcd to give tho Gov- 
ornment evci-j' assistance on the question 
of municipalities, for he considered the 
question of great importance and the bill 
of last session was idtogether inadequate 
to attain tho object in view, for in the 
country you cannot attend, as in tho city, 
for an hour or so of an evening and look 
after your business during the day, but 
you have to devote one, or sometimos two 
whole days, for ono meeting, ,'ind aa for 
casting a slur on one district which pays 
fifty cents a head muuicipal ta.x it should 
bo borne in mind that this was just half 
a dollar more th.an its neighbors paid, for 
all the provincial taxes were paid by that 
nuinici[)a!ily and he could assure thu 
gallant Cai>tain from Cariboo that there 
Wero municipalities ho had not alluded 
to which did not pay so mnch as 60 cents 
even, in excess of the ordinary taxes. 
If it be true that our .agricultural lands 
are being settled up, then ho certainly 
thought that it was s;itisfactory, but ho 
w.as afraid that tlie action of Government 
last session was not such as to hold out 
inducements to settlers. Take, for in- 
stance, the 24 per cent, interest on land 
and the collection of t.axes in .advance. 
(He.ar.) Every ono knew that tho time of 
all others when tho poorer farmers aro 
unable to pay their taxes is in tho spring, 
and tliat is just tho timo tho Government 
require payment or add 25 per cent, to the 
tax and interest and expenses to boot, 
A man in easy circumstances, although he 
may not like to pay iu advance, canput his 
hand in his pocket and paj^ tho orijjinal 
amount, but the man wlio is in indigent 
eiroumstaiieea eanndt do sn and must sub- 
mit to pay an excessively higlier tax for 
no other reason tliaii tiiat he is poor. This 
ho said was encouraging tho settler with a 
vengeance. ' (Hear, hoar.) Such legisla- 
tion was unjust and tyrann'ioal in the ox- 
trcnio. Ho was glad to observe that the 
fisheries wero in so prosperous a condition. 
Ho wondered that tho Governiuont had 
not referred to the satisfactory condition 
of our coal mines. As for tho confidence 
being unabatod in tho success of our gold 
mining enterprise lie could not entirely 
agree with it, for it was not literally cor- 
rect and anything dubious should havo 
been left out of tho Speccli. Ho feltquito 
sure that every one present w.as most un- 
doubtedly loyal to our beloved Queen, 
and the proposition to send an' address to 
the Marquis of Lbrno" and the Princess 
Louise would moot with universal favor, 
lie hoped the Governiuent v/ould bring 
tho address down at once, so that it 
might be dealt with immediately after the 
mutter in hand. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. LIcGillivray was astonished to hear 
liis hon. friend for Cariboo say that he 
saw piles of imported flour on the banks 
of the Fraser. Eo could assure him tho 
people in that locality produced 4vheat of 
tho best kind, and potatoes too, 

Hon. Mr. Walkoni— It is cufitoniai'y te 
lose a little timo in attacking tho Oovorn- 
inont. Ho need not refer to tlio castor 
oil or other things referred to by tlio 
loader of the Opposition. Tlioro was 
nothing dignified in liis speech oxcopt 
that portion that had rcfcrenco to his 
loyalty, There is iu every sentence of 
this address a sure sign of the Govorn- 
ment's good intontions. When tho Gov- 
ernment of n Province like this bring for- 
ward good measures it is wrong to call 
them twaddle. No resolution, has boon 
ofToredandno opposition will bo made, 
and tlicroforo ho thought tho Govornment 
miglit bo satisfied. They had a debt cast 
upon them to cancel and thoir duties woro 
onerous. Eighty percent, of the sum ex- 
ponded on the clock ]iad been spent by 
tlio Province and tho sooner they got rid 
of the contractor the bettor. He thought 
it v.-(jul(l be very unwise for tho Govern- 
ment to undertake to keep the coflerdani 
iu repair for four years. The hon. gen- 
tleman opposite scarce!^ realized the po- 
sition ho had assumed in this matter, but 
ho could assure him tho Government 
would do their duty. This has been a 
weak attack by the Opjioaition. 

Mr. Vernon could not .agree with the 
last speaker and maintained that his hon. 
friond had made a fair and good criticism 
of tho Spcecli, and the defence made by 
the Attorney-General was unusually fee- 
ble. It is the duty of tho Oppositi(m to 
criticise the statcniont.s luacte in the 
Speech. Tho hon. gentlemen oiiposite 
would not expect to have the whole 25 
members in accord with them, and it was 
necessary to havo an Opposition to every 
Government, Referring to the Speech, 
the hon. gentleman showed that their 
policy with respect to tho petition for 
separation w.as a failure that, witli respect 
to tho Graving Duck, Supremo Court 
Judges, Chinese and Municip.ality Bilks, 
failure was written on the face of them 
all. Tho reference to our Agricultural 
interests was comic— tho hon. gentleman 
aftor some amusing remarks, said that 
some time ago there was A Walkeni Govern- 
ment, but that tliis ono he believed was 
better known ;us the 2-t per cent. Govern- 
ment. He condemned tho Government 
in strong terms for calling .the.Houso to- 
gether without having any information 
whatever rospocting Railway matters, and 
it was possible that the House might be 
dissolved witliout the public being any 
wiser on the subject. Such a course was 
unfair to the country. He criticised 
tho Government for placing such a small 
matter as tho cofibrdam contract in the 
Speech. He considered that the Speech 
from tho throne was usually supposed ta 
iiidicato or forosliailow tho policy of a 
Govornment and jjcrhaps .allude to tho re- 
sults of their past policy. They might 
just as well have inontioned the state of 
the cement and the condition of machin- 
ery^jLt^^Bsguimaltr; ;These;wete'purelj5.^e- 



partmcnt.il matters. The Speech only ac- 
knowledged tho failure of all thoir im- 
portuiT measures liist session, and beyond 
two or^three small matters .informed tho 
Houso that the Goveniment would bo 
glad to receivo any information from the 
private members. Tho hon. gentleman then 
referred to dift'erent subjects in tho Speech 
at length, stating th.at it was not tho/in- 
toution of the Opposition to offer any 
amendmeiit/ oh'diconcluded a severe but 
impartial criticism of tho Speech by a few 
well-timed remarks respecting the desira- 
bility of forwarding a loyal address to tho 
now Governor-General, whom ho trusted 
would be as successful.as, his predecessor, 

Tho reply to the iSpeech theh_pasBed 
unanimously. 

On motion of tho Hon, Mr. Walkem, an 
Act to provide for tho proper manage- 
mont of jails was road a first timo. An 
Act respecting the mi^tea^ read a first 
timo. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Walkem also moved tho 
first reading of a Bill to amend tho prac- 
tice and procedure in the Supreme Court 
and proposed that it be read a second 
timo to-morrow. ■- ' 

Acts respecting .arbitnations and l.aw 
stamps wero read a first time. 

Tlio House adjourned until 2 o'clock 
to-day.

HoRNiiv Island, Jan. 22. 
Editor Colonist : — I took up a farm 
on Hornby Island a little over two 
years ago, and I am very well satisfied 
with it in every respect but one, and 
that is wo have scarcely any way to 
sliip anything. There is plenty more 
good land on this island to be taken 
up. Every person that comes hero to 
look for a home is well satisfied with 
the land; but the fii-st thing they all 
a.sk is, " whero is your road or wharf i 
what is the use of settling on a place 
like this, whero you havo no chance to 
ship your produce?" and they go away 
in disgust. Now, sir, there aro two 
men who settled on this island years 
oftfore there was a settler on Denman 
Island end. These two men aloneliavo 
paid tho Government over ono thou- 
sand dollars for land and in taxes and 
tho Government has never ,i3 yet paid 
out ono cent on the island. They keep 
talking about that they want people 
to settle in British Columbia; but if 
they do they must not reckon this 
island in thoir calculation. Whether 
they have forgot there is such a place 
or not I do not know. I hear there 
are some persons who reside about Vic- 
toria who repreaont this District; but 
they havo never done any good hero. 
Tho only Government official wo see 
hero is the tax collector. There is no 
mistake about him. We havo got to 
pay our taxes, but all we get in return 
is a receipt. A road could be put 
through at a small cost and a wharf 
could be built almost for nothing as 
compared with some places where they 
are built where a boat could come in at 
any time. If this had been done years 
ago the island would have been all set- 
tled boforo thi.s; but if there is no im- 
provement it never will be settled. It 
is a shnmo for any government for tho 
paltry sum of a few hundred dollars to 
keep such a fine island as this unset- 
tled, when they will throw away thou- 
sands of dollars where they are not re- 
quired. . .

The ^'ot^Mwi was to day given the 
particulars of a tilo'^'J^^^edy wHfch 
happened a few weeloi^^cefiat ' Silver 
Cliff, Colorado,' in which a] ' well-known 
young man of this city playied a very 
prominent part, Silver Cliff is a min- 
ing camp, located about one hundred 
and twenty-five miles southwest of 
Denver, and has a population of about 
three thousand, of whom many are mi- 
ners, and a very large proportion gam- 
blers, desperadoes, thieves and prosti- 
tutes. The society is marked by those 
especial features which characterize all 
of the frontier .towns and mining 
camps Pf the West. The town abounds 
in gambling hells, dance houses, and 
variety halls, and the scum of the 
earth seems to have settled there. : 

Among the numerous faro banks was 
one presided over by a young man 
from this city, whose family move in 
our most fashionable circles and mingle 
in our best society. He has himself 
long been tho victim of a roving dispo- 
sition, wandering from one place to 
another, and engaging in various occu- 
pationsj which were usually profitable, 
but rarely of a very elevated nature. 
About six months ago ho blossomed 
out as a faro banker, an occupation for 
which his tastes,' talents and exiperience; 
well qualified him. He first operated' 
at Georgetown, Colorado, and then 
went to Silver Cliff, where ho opened a 
bank, ,. Shortly after his arrival, he 
was dealmg, a large crowd being pres- 
ent, -Nvhen one of tho most notorious 
desperadoes in that" sectionJ^|#Jman 
named McCoy, entered the^pom,' and 
took a hand in tho game. McCoy ^^w^ 
well-known and was feared by all who 
knew or had heard of him. Ho had 
killed several men and wounded others,
